formed Episcopal, in the North Amer­ 
ican continent; function on many com­ 
mittee*, hold numerous 
trusteeships, 
propagandise actively a t Washington 
when that was needed—and walk no 
less than two miles each day of th e 
year for exercise.

RASPBERRY VINEGAR IS SUPERIOR 
FOR MANY SALADS AND BEVERAGES 


In Balada and Other Table Delicacies the Raspberry Flavor Will Be Found 
Very Agreeable. 


(Pr«F'r«d by th* United State* Department 
of A griculture.) 
An excellent vinegar may be made 
from raspberries which will retain in­ 
definitely the odor and flavor lf proper­ 
ly preserved. Experiments carried out 
in the bureau of chemistry *of the 
United States Department of Agricul­ 
ture, have shown that this delicious 
vinegar can be made In the home when 
the garden affords a liberal supply 
of this fruit. 
Vinegar made from raspberries is 
dark in color. 
Samples made in the 
bureau of 
chemistry 
and 
properly 
bottled were found after three years 
to have retained not only the original 
degree of acidity but the odor and 
flavor. In salads and other table delica­ 
cies the raspberry flavor Is very agree­ 
able. 
A refreshing hot-weather drink 
car. be prepared by adding a small 
amount of this vinegar to water, and 
Icing and sweetening to taste. 
How to Make Vinegar. 
Two fermentations, the alcoholic and 
the acetic, are necessary in making 
vinegar. 
The method is as follow*: 
Use 
ordinary 
straight-sided 
open- 
topped stone Jars as receptacles. With 
the aid of a potato masher, mash up 
eight quarts of good. ripe raspberries 
of either the red or black variety. Stir 
thoroughly In fo ‘Tills mash one-half 
cake of compressed yeast which has 
first been macerated In a small amount 
of the Juice. I^et Jar stand In a warm 
place (about 75 degrees F.) aud keep 
covered either with lid or with cheese­ 
cloth to protect from Insects. Stir well 
every day. 
About one week Is re­ 
quired to complete the alcoholic fer­ 
mentation. 
The 
time 
needed 
to 
utilize the sugar In the berries com­ 
pletely may he determined by one of 
two methods: (1) Weigh the Jar care­ 
fully each day and record the weight; 


when loss of weight ceases, the fer­ 
mentation is complete; 
(2) test some 
of the juice with a Brlx or Balling 
hydrometer. 
The reading of a Juice 
suitable for making a 
satisfactory 
vinegar should not be less than IO. 
Aa the fermentation proceeds, this will 
decrease dally until It Is not more 
than I or 2, which Indicates that the 
sugar ha* practically all been utilised. 
Action of Yea«t. 
The action of the yeasts on the 
cells makes It easy to separate the 
juice from the berries, squeezing It by 
hand through cheesecloth. The Juice 
is then returned to the jar; and, to 
Insure a proper acetic fermentation, 
a small amount of vinegar should be 
added as a starter. An unpasteurized 
vinegar Is best for this purpose, but lf 
this is not at hand, use any good 
vinegar in the proportion of I part to 
4 of the fermented Juice. Cover as b#- 
fore and allow to stand without aglta 
tlon In a warm place. 
A scum or 
film will soon form. 
This should not 
me disturbed. 
The acetic fermentation sometime* 
takes place very rapidly where herring 
are used. 
The acidity should be d# 
terraced 
dally 
by 
withdrawing 
a 
small amount of the vinegar by mean* 
of auction through a pipette or glasa 
tube and submitting It to a test by tilt 
use of a vinegar tester, or in the 
absence of this, determining by the 
taste when It is sufficiently acid. 
As 
soon as the vinegar reaches a proper 
degree of acidity (it should contain 4 
per cent acetic acid), the ferpmntiug 
process should he stopped. 
This Is 
done by first filtering through paper 
or flitering-cloth, and bottling. Bottles 
should be well filled and sealed tight­ 
ly with paraffined corks.

Common-Law Widow Wins $50,000 Estate 


ENVER.—France* Ryan was do- 
claret the legal widow of tho 
late N. D. I (anilins, former (’.reek ros 
tauraut .owner, and na such entitled 
to control of the $50,000 estate of her 
husband, In a decision given by Judge 
C. J. Morley In the District court. 
Judge Morley held that a common­ 
law marriage had been consummated 
between the woman and Danlkas dur­ 
ing the course of a three-months’ trip 
she accompanied /lim on to French 
Lick 
Springs, 
Ind., and 
Rochester, 
Winn., where he died last March. The 
decision reversed one formerly given 
In favor of the administrator of the 
estate In the County court by Judge 
George A. Luxford, when he denied 
Mrs. Danikaa' petition to be appointed 
executrix. 
When panikns died he left a will 
under w$)£h the then Miss Ryan was 
given a bequest of $1,000 and the rest 
of the estate was given in trust to 
establish dowries for the poor maid­ 
ens of Danikaa’ native city, Dibrl, 
Greece. 
N. p. Cnigeros, the local 
vice consul, was appointed executor of 
the will, and he has been resisting 
the efforts of the widow to get the 
estate of the husband as his sole heir. 
Judge Morley in his decision held 
that the marriage had been consum­ 
mated by the mutual consent and ac­ 


knowledgment of the couple and that 
evidence offered had established the 
fact that they were known and be­ 
lieved to be man und wife by all the J 
acquaintances they met on the trip J 
which just preceded Danikas’ death. 
Attorneys for the administrator of 
the estate announced the case would 
probably be appealed to the Supreme 
court, 
lf the decision is allowed to 
stand the later marriage Invalidates 
the will of Danikas and the wife, as 
sole heir. xviii inherit the estate. 
The trial of the vase had attracted 
wide attention among Greeks in this 
country, witnesses having come to 
testify for the administrator from 
T e n n esse e, Georgia, Illinois and other 
distant states, while others had come 
from

Imprison 
meat, and Illegal killings of native 
Haitian*.

untried native prisoners by marines; 
Illegal imprison ment, and torture of native Haitians with no charges against 
them; illegal Imprisonment, at hard labor, for long periods of time, of natives 
who were only under suspicion of crimes; Jiin-crowlng of the cultured and 
Intellectual c la sse s of Haitians, this humiliation extending to the altar* of 
their churches; overriding of tile native courts by marine provost courts; using 
the military pressure to secure from the helpless Haitian officials special 
financial privileges for American private Interests aud for agricultural ex­ 
ploiters; iii* Imposition upon the Haitian people by military force of the con* 
SUI ut ion of HMN by laegft* u f a n Illegal plebiscite,. '
